No Hostility to U. S. 
The Westminster Gazette, a Gov- 
ernment organ, says that while En- 
gland has great interests in Mexico,, 
she cannot take the same liabilities 
or responsibilities in regard to that 
country as the United States does, 
although the fact of her not doing 80, 
constitutes; no sort of hostility to the 
United States. 
The Pall Mall Gazette, an opposi- 
tion newspaper, says: 
“Provisional President  Huerta'’s 
declaration to the dipldmatic corps in 
Mexico. City. is full of superficial 
common sense. But despite the self- 
denying ordinance by which he with- 
draws his candidature for the presi- 
dency and despite the promise of the 
Mexican Government. not to interfere 
with the elections, Gen. Huerta will 
remain dictator when the poll has 
been declared.” 
The newspaper points out that recog- 
nition of the existing Mexican govern- 
thent does not constitute support of it 
and continues: 
-“3¢ Great Britain were indeed sup- 
porting a man whom the United States 
declines to recognize, the relations of 
the two countries would be badly 
strained, but there is not and never 
has been any question of such action 
on our part.” — 
The Pall Mall Gazette concludes that 
England can nave rio complicity with 
any league of European nations to 
thwart the policy of the United States 
on the American continent. 
The Standard says: “Engiland’s only 
attitude in regard to Mexico is one of 
strict neutrality. Even the Monroe 
doctrine itself cannot compel England 
to refrain from recognising & man whom 
an independent nation has entrusted 
with the government.” 
The Globe, in a long editorial article, 
says that Great Britain has no desire 
or intention of picking a quarrel with 
anybody over the question of Mexico, 
but thinks that the United States should 
accept Gen. Huerta's assurances that 


of Mexico inevitable. Therefore, he 
adds, Great Britain ought not’to put 
the brake on the wheels of progress and 
rightly or wrongly she should support 
the American policy in Mexico. 

The Dally News, in a strong editorial, 
demands the recall of Sir’ Lionel Gar- 
den, On the ground that he is doing his 
best to help President Huerta in his de- 
sign to set the British and American 
governments at loggerheads. The news- 
papers say: 

‘The maintenance of American friend- 
ship is the keystone to British policy. 
Not all the British capital invested in 
Mexico would compensate for the risk 
of losing America’s friendship, and un- 
der the present circumstances it would 
be our duty and the pluinest common 
sense to acquiesce in the American pol- 
icy, even though we thought it mis- 
taken.

All thet has happened 
in Mexico confirms the keeness of his 
insight and justifies the courage of his 
conduct, We are not prepared to sac- 
rifice the friendship of the United 
States at the dictation of a few rich 
speculators.

Bacon Says Only U. §. Marines Should 
Land in Mexico. 

PHILADELPHIA,. Oct. 25.—Presi- 
dent Wilson and party arrived heer a 
fe wminutes after 1 o'clock today. 
The President would not comment on 
the Mexican situation. 

On\the special train bearing a dele- 
gation from both Houses of Gongress, 
including Speaker Clark, Minority 
Leader Mann and others, the Mexican 
situation was discussed. Senator 
Bacon, chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, expressed’ the 
views that if any marines have to be 
landed in Mexico, they should be 
American marines. 

“The interests of the United States 
in Mexico,’’ Senator Bacon said in a 
statement, “are greater than those of 
any other nation. I would not dispute 
the right, under ordinary conditions. 
to land marines wherever necessary for 
the protection of personal property, but 
I (‘ink it would be inadvisable under 
the present circumstances for other 
nations to land marines in Mexico, be- 
cause that might lead to unfortunate 
complication,” he said. 

Inasmuch as Senator Bacon knows 
the Washington administration's view- 
point intimately, it is not unlikely that 
some of his views expressed today. will 
be included in President Wilson's forth- 
coming note to the powers against for- 
eign interference in Mexico. 

“I have no authority to speak for 
anyone but myself,” said Senator Bacon, 
“but I think. if the subjects or citizens 
of any nation need protection in Mex- 
ico on account of which. undér ordin- 
ary circumtsances, marienes would be 
landed, it would be far better to call 
on the United States for whatever pro- 
tection is rkquired, so that whatever 
may be absolutely necessary may be at- 
tended to by American marines. I 
Bay this because everyone must recog-

eas’ on the high line where 200 men are 
entombed in the Stag Canyon Mine, 


and before nightfall they expect to be 
within a few feet of the jammed door 
connecting this chamber with the ‘last 


on the east side high line. It is be- 
yond this door that the great number 
of bodies are expected to be found, 
among which are those of General 8u- 
perintendent William’ McDermott and 
Henry P. McShane, the wealthy young 
New Yorker: 

That the men will be found dead is the 
unanimous opinion of all concerned in 
the rescue work. Mine experts, includ- 
ing J. C. Roberts and his assistants of 
the United States Mine Rescue Service, 
agree that the amount of black damp 
which penetrated. the nineteenth cham- 
ber as the result of the explosion was 
sufficient to have killed all of the oa- 
cupants instantly. 

Huddling ef Miners Pussling. 

But that so many of the miners, al- 
most 200, should have been in the cham- 
ber, ig the puzzling feature to the men 
who are directing the rescue work, 

From the conditions found in the ad- 
joining chamber it waa believed that 
the center of the explosion was in either 
the. eighteenth or nineteenth chamber 
and by this reasoning they are unable to 
see how the miners could have reached 
the chamber if there they are. 

The rescue work has been systematised 
with a directing head at each phase of 
exploration. With the coming of the 
Government rescue crews the miners 
were given new courage and no diffi- 
culty was found in the organization of 
helmet crews, a task which had assumed 
desperate proportions when it was 
learned yesterday that two of the hel- 
met men had been killed at their work. 
The opinion still exists that all of the 
bodies will not have been recovered be- 
fore Sunday. , 

Sixty-One Rodtes Recovered. 

Sixty-one bodies had been recovered 

when the search was resumed today aga 
86 of these have already been buried, a 
union service for all taking place yes- 
terday. 
The two deaths added to the list yes- 
terday were those of James Lurdi and 
William Poisi, who were among the 23 
rescued alive, earlier. - The .men were 
members of a rescue squad which en- 
tered the mine in the early morning. 
They did not return and it was only 
after the experts of the United States 
rescue car had searched six hours that 
the bodies were found.

INSPECTOR FINDS DIARY 


Names of 500 Men With Whom 
She Corresponed Are Listed; 
Husband Held as Witness. 


Mrs. Stella Trelleford. 20-year-old 
mother of two children, who was in- 


dicted March’ 24 under the name of 


Stella L. Green on the charge of using 
the mails to defraud men with whom 
she carried on matrimonial correspond- 
ence, was arrested Friday night at her 
home, 1516 Singleton street, by city de- 
tectives acting under the direction of 
Postoffice Inspector Swenson. 

A large number of letters and photo- 
graphs and the books in which she kept 
a detailed account of her correspond- 
ence with over 100 men were seized. 

Complete Data in Books. 

The information she had in her 
books about her correspondents was 
entered under the headings of name, 
address, age, children and how many, 
wealth, number of letters received, 
number of stamps inclosed, photos 
received, birthdays, photographs sent 
free by her, photographs for which 
she received money representations 
made by her, including “Father's 
farm” and “father crippled,” photo- 
graphs promised, “Do you want me 
to comie,” hair sent, “Come,” 
Promised and Amounts Received.” 

The woman admitted, Inspector Swen- 
s0n says, that the bookkeeping applied 
‘only to the correspondence she has car- 
ried on while living at her present ad- 
dress. All correspondence and records 
pertaining to correspondence carried on 
before. had been destroyed. 

Oue Sent 35 Letters, Only 82.

Trelleford made a statement fo the 
police in which he took all the blame 
for the matrimonial bureau. He said 
an injury to his shoulder made it im- 
possible for him to work at his trade, 
a machinist, and he hit on the mat- 
rimonial bureau plan and forced his 
wife to correspond with men and ask 
them for money. 

Mrs. Trelleford said it was her pur- 
pose to continue her matrimonial 
correspondence until next March and 
then retire to her farm. 

She is a small, slight woman with 
dark hair and eyes.

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FIRST FREE TRADE MEAT 
RECEIVED IN CHICAGO 


CHICAGO, Oct. 25.—Upward of 1,000,000 
pounds of fresh dressed meats arrived 
in Chicago yesterday from Canada andi 
constituted the first importation of fresa 
meats here under the new tariff, whicn 
admits the commodity free. 

The price ranged from 6% cents to 38 
cents a pound, which is less than Chi- 
cago packers usually pay for beef on 
the hodf at the stockyards. The pack- 
ers were sayed the expense in this case 
of killing and dressing. About 30 cary 
were received and passed through the 
United States inspection. The meat went 
to Swift & Co. Fish shipments were 
also brisk, 30 carloads being received. 
The tariff on fish under the old law 
was one-half a cent a pound and it is 
now free.

Grim, Dull Gray Messengers 

Bearing Dignity and Power of 

“America Abroad.**"" * 

HAMPTON ROADS, Va., Oct. 25.—Nin2 
battleships, messengers bearins the dig- 
nity and power of the United States, 
took their leave today of the shores of 
America for the Mediterranean. Grim 
in the dull gray paint of their sea cloaks. 
the ponderous war machines nodded a 
final farewell on the swelling tide of 
Hampton Roads, while the captains. ot 
the fleet, headed by Rear Admiral 
Charles J. Badger, received their last 
word of instructions and farewell from 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Roose- 
velt. 

The.Assistant Secretary, representing 
the Navy Department, and the Presi- 
dent, came down the Potomac on the 
yacht.Dolphin and took his place at the 
head of the double column of battle- 
ships swinging at anchor in horseshoe 
formation across the fair way of the 
roads. From the flagship Wyoming at 
the head of the column to the bulky 
auxiliaries lying below, all ships were 
in holiday dress. 

Formal Ceremonies. 

From the Wyoming, out across to the 
fair way, swung the Utah, Florida, Ar- 
kansas, Delaware, Vermont, Connecti- 
cut, Kansas and Ohio, and further down 
in a group the auxiliaries Celtic, Solace, 
Cyclops, Orion and Jason. The battle- 
Ships were the pick of the Navy. 

The ceremonies attending the Sailing 
of the fleet were formal. For the time 
being, the little Dolphin was the ship 
of the commander-in-chief, and from 
the big ships each captain followed the 
Rear Admirai to pay his respects to As- 
sistant Secretary Roosevelt. 

With the Secretary was a party of of- 
ficlals from Washington, including As- 
sistant Secretary of State John E. Osg- 
born, Assistant Secretary of War Henry 
Breckenridge, Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral Samuel J. Graham; John’ Burke, 
Treasurer of the United States: Com- 
missioner of Corporations Joseph E 
Davis and Senator Brandegee. 

After the official visits to the Dol- 
phin, the big battleships stood by to 
await the return calls to be paid by the 
Secretary. 

As the tide swung in the big steel ships 
swung down the channel and as each 
vessél passed in view out to sea the 
farewell salutes of the departing vessels 
were fired.

ALL JUDGES HEAR CASE 
Defense Shows That Girl Gave 
Socks, Necktie and Sus- 
penders to Him.

Hugh Fullerton, chief probation 
ficer of the Juvenile Court, was 
quitted Saturday of impeachment 
charges brought against him by Mrs. 
Rose’ Allen of 2728 Washington avenue. 
Fullerton was tried: before all the Cir- 
cuit Judges sitting together, with Judge 
Withrow presiding. 

The evidénce in the case against Ful- 
ierton was presented Friday. The Judges 
iook it under advisement and when they 
met Saturday morning they announced 
their decision. 

Mrs. Allen charged that she had been 
deprived of her two children through 
the recommendations of Fullerton act- 
ing in his capacity as probation officer 
and that she had been put to great trou- 
ble and expense in regaining possession 
of them. 

The children, Etta and Lucille Al- 
len, 12 and 8 years old, respectively. 
were awarded by the Juvenile Court 
to William Abar Dec. 2, 1911. Abar 
and his wife lived in a housebcat at 
the foot of Kraus street. Subsequent- 
ly Abar obtained adoption papers for 
them in the Probate Court. 

Fullerton Denies Aiding Adoption. 

Their mother asserted she was ne 
aware of the adoption proceedings 
until after the court made the order. 
She charges Fullerton helped to ar- 
range the adoption. He denies this 
charge. He was confirmed in this by 
the testimony of Devereux Hender- 
son, a lawyer who appeared for Abar 
in the Probate Court 

Abar and his wife left St. Louls with 
the Allen children after Mrs. Allen re- 
newed her efforts to get the girls and 
the mother later located them in Cana. 
da, across from Detroit, and brought 
back her children to St. Louis. 

In her charges against Fullerton, Mrs 
Allen complains that he had représent- 
ed she was not a fit woman for cus- 
todian of the girls and that he Withheld 
information from the court which result- 
ed in the girls being temporarily taken 
from her. 

She says that Fullerton recommended 
that the-girls be placed with Abar al- 
fhough the later had confessed that he 
and Mrs. Allen had been on very friend- 
ly terms, Fullerton, in his statement at 
the trjal Friday, admitted that Abar had 
made such a statement to him, but said 
there were circumstances which caused 
him (Fullerton) to act. as he had done 
in the matter. 

Fallerton Denies Getting $100. 

Mrs. Allen and her daughter, Etta, 
testified to having heard that Abar told 
someone he would give Fullerton $100, 
Fullerton declared he never received @ 
cent from the man. 

In his statement to the Court of what 
he expected to prove, Attorney Walz 
saidy#e would show that gifts had been 
received by Fullerton. When Etta Al- 
len was on the stand, Fullerton, who 
conducted his own defense, brought out 
that the witness had given to him 
presents of a necktie, a pair of purple 
socks and a pair of suspenders. Ful- 
lerton told the girl that if such gifts 


were not from the heart he would be 


glad to return them. 

“T still have the articles, althougn 
the necktie is a little soiled from wear, 
the suspenders are as good as new. I 
don’t wear suspenders,’’ said Fullerton. 
Etta answered that she had no use 
for the articles and that he might keep 
them. 

Defense Witness Makes Charges. 

Fullerton called only one witness, At- 
torney Charles F. Krone, with whom 
he engaged in a colloquy. Krone, in 
answer to questions by Fullerton, ad- 
mitted he had made derogatory state- 
ments coucerning Fullerton at the City 
Club. “Did you not speak of me there 
as being either a knave or a fool?” 
asked Fullerton. 

‘“T did,’’ Krone admitted. 

“Which?” asked Fullerton. 

“Both,”’ answered the witness. 

On motion of Judge Koerner all of 
Krone’s testimony was stricken out as 
without bearing on the case. Fullerton 
explained he had called Krone because 
the latter had made some ‘nasty 
charges” in connection with the Allen-

CHICAGO, Oct. 2.—‘*Unclean! 
clean!”’ 

The cry that for centuries made a bar- 
rier between lepers and the rest of the 
world, the warning note that made the 
clean turn from the afflicted, still mili- 
tates against me in this twentieth cen- 
tury here in Chicago. 

Only today I heard the girls in the of- 
fice where I am employed saying: “It’s 
a shame we have to work with her.’’ 
And they cast sidelong glances of avér- 
sion in my direction as they talked in 
low tones. I am trying to find other 
work where I won’t be in their way. I 
wish I could go to another city where I 
am not known and start life anew. 

It is only hope for a realization of that 
desire that turned me aside a few days 
ago after I had made up my mind to 
kill myself. I went to Milwaukee and

SENTENCE 15 BEGUN 


James Lynch Convicted of Rob- 
bing Saloon Man of $3000 
Succumbs to Tuberculosis. 


James [I,ynch, under sentence of 10 
Years for highway robbery as one of 
four men who took a grip containing 
$3000 from M. J. O'Meara, near the lat- 
ter’s saloon at Twenty-first and Ran- 
dolph street, Oct. 10, 1912, is dead of 
tuberculosis at his widow's home, 1921 
Lucas avenue. 

Lynch’s attorneys had appealed the 
case to the Supreme Court and he spent 
his last days at home under bond. He 
had been afflicted with tuberculosis for 
years. Ray Stevenson, under sentence 
of seven years for the same offense, 
testified that Lynch claimed all but $100 
of the O’Meara loot after.the robbery 
on the ground that his days were num- 
bered. 

Lynch and Stevenson were not prose- 
cuted by Circuit Attorney Seebert G. 
Jones because of alleged defects in the 
evidence, but when Judge Thomas B. 
Harvey was elected Circuit Attorney he 
issued warrants and obtained convic- 
tions. 

The State never has been able to -lo- 
cate the stolen money, despite rumors 
that Otto Stifel, a brewer to whom the 
money belonged, had been told by go- 
betweens that the greater part of the 
fund would be turned over to him if 
prosecution would be abandoned. 

Stevenson owned and drove an auto- 
mobile which he said was used by the 
three who helped him in the robbery. 
He denied that he accepted $100 he al- 
leged Lynch tendered him. Lynch was 
29 years old and a bartender. He dled 
at 8 p. m. Thursday, and John M. Shea, 
head of the Bertillon Department, iden- 
tified the body in a casket at the Lu- 
cas avenue house Friday.

ness abuses and monopoly practices, what was the 
cause of the agitation—the abuses of Big Business 
and monopoly or the so-called demsgogues who 
demanded their reform? 

Where has there been any destruction of legiti- 
mate business enterprise? Has not the Govern- 
ment been exceedingly lenient with corporations 
and their managers who haye actually violated 
law? ‘ 

Is not the timidity of capital due, not to demf- 
gogical agitation but to illegitimate business 
methods which have put Big Business upon such 
an abnormal basis that the market value of its 
securities is endangered by any agitation or ex- 
'posure and by any effort to enforce honest and 
just methods? ' 

- When men like Judge Gary who control vast 

trusts organize their business on an honest basis 

of value and cease their monopoly practices they 
need not fear either agitation or law énforce- 
ment. Nor will business lack capital. 

The trust exploiter is a greater foe to business 
stability and prosperity than the demagogue.

Inspection by Dr. F. M. Pattenger of Califor- 
nia, an authority on tuberculosis, showed that 
St. Louis’ Koch Hospital is filled with patients in 
the last stages of the disease and, accordingly, 
beyond hope of benefit. He also say8 the open- 
air treatment, in severe weather, is handicapped 
by the institution’s lack of spacious, covered 
porches. . 

To provide during their last days for the com- 
fort of the tubercular poor, whose condition is 
hopeless, is in itself a fine philanthropy. That, 
however, is not the special aim of the new tuber- 
culosis movement. If all the accommodations at 
the Koch Hospital are occupied by: such patients, 
what can it be doing for those in the early stages 
of the disease ‘and still curable? It is a distress- 
ing condition which compels a person who may 
still receive benefit from the treatment to wait 
until death creates a vacant cot, by which time 
he, too, may have passed the possibility of re- 
covery.

gaged Or a survey of utilities supplying water and 
iJuminants. Of the 312 utilities of this sort in 
Missouri, 109 are under public ownership and op- 
eration. Forty-five of these 109 supply water 
aione, 29 supply both water and electricity and 
one supplies water and gas. Thirty-two supply 
electricity alone, one supplies electricity and gas 
aud one supplies gas alone. 

Thus these 109 municipally owned utilities op- 
erate 75 plants supplying water, 62 plants sup- 
plying electricity and three plants supplying gas 
—140 plants in all. Public control of water 
plants is generally aecepted as the most practical 
means of obtaining a water supply of requisite 
adequacy and purity, but probably the fact that 
62 electrical plants are also publicly owned will 
be news to many, 

The figures show that municipal ownership is 
well advanced in Missouri, so far as ufilities op- 
erating with a maximum of machinery and a 
minimum of labor are concerned. The question 
for the future is how far this policy shall be 
adopted for ending abuses on the part of other 
utilities almost as intolerable as the exorbitant 
charges and corrupt practices of lighting com- 
panies and the greed which leads private water 
companies to subordinate health and fire protec 
tion to dividends. 3 :
